was the message received by Captain lj> 
Grango, of the Bower City Rifles, to-day ( 
de-ith having come about half-past two 
o'clock this morning. Sergeant Hurry 
Childers, as most know, was accidentally 
shot on Lake Koshkonoug, one week ago 
last Sunday. He was at the time iu a 
boat with a young muu named Murphy,

head at some ducks, and as he tired the 
second barrel, .Childers raised up, and 
the charge hit his head, blowing away a 
portion of tho skull and leaving the 
brain exposed. Murphy succeeded in 
getting him to shore, about u mile and a 
half distant, and he was taken, to the 
Lake View house about three miles from 
Koshlumong station, where he has since 
been cared for, and where death at last 
came to him. 


Since the accident he has been unable 


to speak, one halt of him being paralyzed. 
He seoruod partially conscious, but was 
unable to do more, than to occasionally 
motion iu an indefinite way to indicate 
his pain and his wants. He has been 
eared for as best he could, and . us far as 
possible the absence of money and rela- 
tives, was made up 
Eor by those who 


gathered about him. 


Sergeant Childers has had a checkered 


career. Much of his past life is unknown 
to us, and other parts have boon gleaned 
from his own lie-counts of his experiences. 
He way a man about fifty y«ars of age, 
tall, well developed, vigorous in health 
and strength, and looked younger than 
his years. He came first to Janosville 
about two years ago, and while the red 
ribbon temperance furore 
was in its 


height here, he gave some stirring ad- 
dresses. As a speaker he was earnest, but 
uncultured, and with an easy Mow of 
words, with 
good 
thoughts 
and 


live 
nuuuior, 
ho 
bordered 
upon 


the 
eloquent 
at 
times. 
From 


here 
he 
went to Clinton and other 


places where held temperance meetings 
with good results. He was interested in 
the work because of his own experience. 
He had been in years gone a man of some 
property, but family troubles and drink 
soon caused him to lose all, and lie be- 
came a good deal of a vagabond. 
His 


family was broken up, and it is said that 
his son and daughter aro still living 
somewhere in Indiana. 


From his whirl of dissipation he ral- 


lied, and during the later years of his life 
he lived soberly. He was of a roving, 
disposition, and had travelled much. He 
served during the late war with great 
credit 
to 
himself, 
and 
became 


so 
proficient 
in 
the 
manual 


of 
arms, 
that 
he 
gained 
rank 


as being the best drilled man in the 
country. 
He handled a musket in fin 


indescribable, 
lightning-like 
manner. 


Jim disk's attention was called to him, 
about the time that an olh'cer in the Eng- 
lish army was creating a sensation by his 
alertness in drill. Fisk sent Sergeant 
Childers to Europe, to compete with this 
Knglish odicer, but as the Sergeant occu- 
pied then no army position, the English 
ollicer declined to compete .with him, 
deeming it. beneath his dignity. 
Fisk 


backed Childers up by a standing wager 
of SI 0,1)01), and a challenge for any man 
in the world to step up and win it by ex- 
celling him iu drill. The wager was riot 
taken, but Childers for a time gave 
exhibition 
drills 
and 
caused 


great excitement and talk. He. remained 
in London for three years and put in his 
time at the great Zoological Garden there, 
studying the habits and peculiarities of 
annuals, and in this way gained the 
knowledge which made him such an apt 
talker on natural history. 


He has traveled with various circus 


companies in various positions, and much 
of his later life has been spent in this 
business. He never clung to one placo 
long, though, and seemed always con- 
tent in roving about and living from day 
to day, with apparently little care for the 
future. For a time he drilled the Bower 
City Killes, and spent his spare time in 
hunting and fishing, content to got
